San Francisco’s Grand Jury 
Reports, 


ie 
A Terrible Arraignment of Iniquity in 
High Places. 
Political Rottenness, Municipal and 
Legislative, Exposed. 


Judge Wallace Reviews in Scathing Terms 
the Supreme Court's Decision Stop- 
ping the Pursuit of Bosses 
and Boodlers, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN PRancitsco, Dec. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The grand jury made 
its final report to Judge Wallace today. 


The report opens w ith a statement of ' 


the facts connected with the legal 
controversy, which resulted in the de- 
claring by the Supreme court+that the 
impaneling of the jury was illegally 
done. The report goes on to say: 

Those members of the Assembly who 


| were intent upon thrift do not appear to 


have been organized under the same strict 
military discipline. We regret to observe 
that the statements made in this report as 
to the amount of plunder received by their 
brethren in the upper house may be to 
them a most painful revelation. They 
must deplore that lack of experience which 
placed them at the morcy of a few veteran 
rogues in their body, who reaped all the 
advantages that superior intellect ad- 
mits. For there were no middlemen, 
no brokers, to tempt the Assembly. 
neophytes. The bribes were paid to ap- 
pointed captains, and they settled with the 
baser sort without the intervention of out- 
side busybodies. Therefore we cannot state 
the sums paid the Assembly bandits with 
any degree of accuracy. We may only say 
that the captains received more and the 
privates less in the Assembly than the aver- 
age’ $7000 paid to members of the Senato- 
rialcombine. Be it Tully understood that 
in allthis shameful traffic of men in offi 
cial station there were no politics. These 
men were neither Republicans, Democrats 
nor Americans. They were simply thieves. 
and boodle knows no ‘partisanship. 

This grand jury solemnly avers that if 
the Supreme Court had not declared it an 
“illegal precedent,” it would have initiated 
such measures as would have resulted in 
the permanent abatement of this evil. 

The Board of Supervisors, of late “phe 
at Jeast, has included in part men unfitted t 
the duties which they assumed. The ip 
jority of the last board was. designated the 
“solid nine.’’ Political bosses professing 
to have control of the board would demand 
blackmail from corporations, the penalty 
of refusal being a threat of adverse laws 
or ordinances. The mayor is helples: he 
can do nothing} he is only the chief clerk. 
He should have the appointment of all sub- 
ordinate municipal officers whose selection 
is now vested in the Board of oncuaiancaves 

The report goes on to say: 

If the jury had continued its labors ad- 
ditional indictments would have been found 
against some of those persons already in- 
dicted, The director of a corporation tes- 
tified that his company paid one political 
manager for about five years up to the end 


-of last month a stipend averaging $400a 


month and that in addition his concern had 
to pay on the eve of an election in one in- 
stance $8000. Itis understood that other 
_gorporations were under tribute in like 
manner, so this person’s annual revenue 
from that source may have aggregated 
$100,000. It also appears that from the 
large number, probably reaching into the 
hundreds, of employés of the municipality, 
he collected certain percentages of their 
monthly salaries. 


Continuing, the jury says: 


Gibbon, describing the condition of West- 
ern Europe before the accession of Charle- 
mange, says that he does not know whether 
there was more vice or virtue. This de- 
scription would not be amiss today. The ra- 
pacious horde ought to be. driven out into 
the sea, but we are forced to the melan- 
choly conclusion that unless the railroads 


refrain from participation in politics there 


| is no remedy. 


The grand jury in closing reviews the 
condition of the departments of the lo- 
cal municipal government and es- 
pecially commends the school depart- 
ment. 

In accepting the report Judge Wal- 
lace related the proceedings which led 
up to his appointment of an elisor. He 
contended Very emphatically that the 
very emergency contemplated by the 
code did arise in his court in August 
last, when a sufficient number of per- 
sons summoned to act as grand jurors 
failed toappear. He spoke of quibbling 
as to the exact meaning of the word 
‘‘elisor,’’ and said: 

-Allthis discussion was merely fanciful. 
The fact to be known is whether the Sheriff 
and Coroner were disqualified. This was 
judicially known to me, and being judici- 
ally known to me, it could have been judici- 
aliy known to the Supreme Court. Know- 
ing of the ®disqualification of these officers 
I informe you of the fact and recom- 
mended an investigation. Would it not 
have been illegal as well as ridicuious for 
me to have an officer chase men who Were 
to investigate that verv. officer? 

The Court quoted at great length on 
this point and said: 

The procedure was based on information 
far more accurate than the affidavit of an 
obscure individual could possibly be. 

Treating of the conflict of the code, 
relative to grand juries, the Court 
quoted at length from various author- 
ities and questioned:. Even were it 
ruled that noelisor should have been 
appointed, was it a warrant for issuing 
a writ of prohibition which checks all 
proceedings? The Court argued that 
legally no writ should have been granted 
and said: 

It is a matter to be earnestly considered 
if there are not now hundreds of men con- 
finedinour State prisons whose release 
might have been secured by following the 
procedure so successfully carried out in this 
case. Another case in point is that of Gold- 
enson, convicted of murder and sentenced 
tobe hanged. His counsel set forth that 
the grand jury indicting him was illegally 
impaneled. Goldenson might have been 
set free had his counsel secured the neces- 
sary writ of prohibition. 

The decision in the Bruner case is very 
decidedly contrary to that given by the 
samecourt.in the Haymond case. In the 
one case they rule that this is a de facto 
grand jury;in amother they decide. that 
there is no grand jury in existence before 
which a witness may be ordered to attend. 
Itisevidentthat the Supreme Court has 
taken a new stand in the Bruner case,-and 
has countermarched very decidedly. 

In concluding the Court touched ona 
féw other legal points and concluded as 
follows: 

Some one has blundered. I. venture to 
say that the mistakes were not made here. 
The effort to ferret out crime has been 
stopped. I assert thatin this matter I have 
not exceeded the authority legally granted 
me by the statutes of this State.

DR. GRAVES’S DEFENSE. 


Evidence of Experts in Handwriting 
Given—An Ingenious Theory. 

Denver, Dec. 23.—[{By the Associated 
Press.] In the Barnaby-Graves trial to- 
day thé defense opened its case by 
placing Edward Field and Col. Ballon, 
the dattér one of the counsel for the de- 
fense, on the stand. Nothing new was 
brought out by their testimony. 

Two experts in handwriting swore 
that, although the inscription on the 
whisky bottle was similar in writing to 
the letters written by Graves, they did 
not think both writings were by. the 
same person. On cross-examination, 
however, both experts admitted that 


many letters in the inscription on the 


bottle and those 
were the same. 

J. A. Bennett, a veterinary surgeon, 
was called to prove that arsenite of po- 
tassium was sometimes kept in livery 
stables. The point to be made was to 
show that asthe bottle of whisky re- 
mained in the buggy in a livery stable 
over night Before being delivered to 
Mrs. Barnaby some of the hostlers 
might have drank the original contents 
of the bottle and to escape detection re- 
filled it from the nearest bottle at hand. 
In this way they might have stumbled 
ona bottle of arsenite of pofassium and 
emptied it into the original bottle. 
Upon cross-examination they could not 
name any positive instance in 
they had seen arsenite of potassium in 
a livery stable. 


MANY LIVES IN PERIL. 


in Graves’s letters 


Details of the Burning of the Guion 
Steamer Abyssinia. 


A Panic Among the Crew When the Flames 
Burst Out—Coolness of the Cap- 
taln—Passengers Lose 
Everything. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Dec. 28.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The passengers and crew of 
the burned steamship Abyssinia arrived 
in this city this morning and were sent 
to Liverpool. All the passengers’ lug- 
gage and every bit of the cargo were 
lost. 

Purser Brendt said: ‘‘The Abyssinia 
had a fair passage until 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon of December 18, when smoke 
was noticed coming from beneath the 
hatches of the third hold, in which the 
cotton was stowed. The hose was 


rigged and a donkey engine started im-' 


mediately. The crew worked as hard 
as they possibly could, but almost im- 
mediately the flames burst out and 
drove the men back from the hatches. 
The lookout reported the Spree stand- 
ing up in the offing. She bore down 
and sent off boats to our assistance. 
Just before this Capt. Murray had de- 
dided that the Abyssinia could not be 
saved and ordered the boats made 
ready. All were soon safely on board the 
Spree, and before two hours had elapsed 
the Abyssinia was‘ mass of flames. 
‘“Whenthe fire first broke out the 
most intense excitement prevailed. A 
number of the crew became panic 
stricken and rushed here and there with 
no idea of what they were doing. Two 
of them wereso frightened that they 


jumped into the sea, but they were 


rescued. Capt. Murray preserved a 
calm demeanor throughout and soon re- 
stored the panic-stricken toa state of 
perfect discipline.’’ 

Purser Brendt spoke very highly of 
the treatment accorded the Abyssinia’s 
Capt. Wil- 
ligerod and his officers and crew did 
everything for their comfort and 
treatedethem in the kindest manner 
possible. 


A DESERTER’S CRIME. 


He Murders a Young Girl and then Com- 
mits Suicide. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 28.—(By the Associa- 


-ted Press.) Ida Rutzen, the pretty sev- 


enteen-year-old daughter of a farmer 
at Libertyville, north of this city, was 
fatally shot this morning by Tom Daw- 
son, who immediately after killed him- 
self. Dawson was a deserter from the 
army and was employed by the girl’s 
father asa farm hand. Thetragedy oc- 


curred in a barn, where Ida had gone to 
look after a sick dog. Dawson attemp- 


ted toturn her caresses to himself and, 


meeting with poor success, drew a re- 
volver and fired three bullets into the 
girl’s head and breast and then killed 
himself. 


Hotel Burned at Martinez. 

‘Martinez, Dec. 23.—Early this morn: 
ing fire broke out ina Chinese laundry 
on Main street adjoining the Commer- 
cial Hotel. A heavy wind was blowing, 
and it appeared fora time as if the 
town would be destroyed. Owing to 
lack of pressure the water could not be 
controlled in time, and the Commercial 
Hotel was burned to the ground, with 
the tailor and barber-shops adjoining. 
The building across the street was badly 
scorched and the windows broken. 


The flames were finally got under con- 


trol. The losses aggregate about $13.,- 
000, the principal losers being 
Ipswitch, of the Commercia! Hotel. and 
J. Rankin, who owned the adjoining 
buildings; insurance about #8000.

United States Troops Go in 
Pursuit. 


A Town Saved from Pillage by Capt. 
Burke’s Prompt Action. 


Gen. Stanley Sends More Cavalry to 
the Scene of Trouble. 


President Diaz Compliments United States 
Ofticers on Their Gallant Work— 
Mexican Troops Have Three Skir- 
mishes with the Outlaws,

New Orveans, Dec. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Picayune’s 
Brownsville (Tex.) special says: ‘‘It 
is reported from the river that another 
banda of so-called revolutionist#® were 
trailed and pursued by United States 
troops, and that a number of them 
crossed the river into Mexico. That 
there was a considerable number is evi- 
denced by the finding of thirty-one fires 
in one camp and the remains of six 
beeves which had been slaughtered for 
food. There are rumors of other par- 
ties at various points along the river 
between Fort Ringgold and Laredo. 

WOULD HAVE SACKED CAMARGO, 

“It is now stated as certain that these 

parties above Ringgold were to cross 


the river into Mexico to draw Mexican? 


troops from Camargo and vicinity. 
The gang, so gallantly attacked and 
routed by Capt. Burke and Lieut. 
Hayes, with less than a fourth of their 
number, were to cross at La Gruella 
and sack the town of Camargo. Now 
that war has commenced on this side of 
the river, we feel the need of the 
proper garrisoning of frontier posts. 
Nothing can be done with a handful of 
men. Garza openly defies the military 
and threatens to capture Fort Ringgold 
to obtain supplies.”’ 
STANLEY SENDS MORE CAVALRY, 

The Picayune’s San Antonio special 
says: ‘Gen. Stanley today sent more 
cavalry to the scene of the trouble with 
the Mexican’ revolutionists. Capt. 
Burke reported by telegraph today his 
engagement of yesterday, and says that 
the revolutionists would have taken Ca- 
margo had it not been for his force at- 
tacking them.. He has given orders to 
his mento kill on sight any of Garza’s 
men they find —— about the coun- 
try in arms, 

“Gen. Stanley has received from 
President Diaz of Mexico a letter com- 
plimenting the United States army offi- 
cers on their efforts to put down the or- 
ganization of revolutionists on this side 
of the river.”’ 

FIGHTING IN MEXICO,

illas, one at Bellicoas and one at a point 
not named in advices. The losses are 
not known.”’ 


A BLAZE AT SACRAMENTO. 


A ici Warehouse a and Its Contents 
Badly Damaged. 


SACRAMENTO, Dec; 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The most disastrous fire 
that has occurred inSacramento for years 
broke out this morning and destroyed 


| Baker & Hamilton’s agricultural imple- 


ment warehouse, containing a valuable 
stock, The’firemen with difficulty pre- 
vented the flames from communicating 
to the Southern Pacific freight sheds 
across: the street frcem the burning 
building. The contents of the ware- 
house were wagons, reapers, gt bom 
scrapers, and, in fact, all kinds of. ag 
cultural implements. About 1, 000..- - 
OOO gun cartridges were among the 
contents and their explosion kept up a 
lively fusilade. Forty pounds of sam- 
ple powder exploded just as Firemen 
Steve Miller and Trengrone were en- 
tering the door. They were blown 
backward and both were seriously but 
not dangerously injured. 

The warehouse building belongs to 
William H. Howard of San Francisco. 
The insurance is $8900, which will 
cover the loss,.as the walls are intact. 
The contents were valued at between 

5.000 and #80,000. They’ are 


nearly a total loss, but are fully covered | 


by insurance. 


Litigation Over Mining Property. 

New York, Dec. 23.—Jerry Collins 
and Patrick J. Haggerty owned three 
mines in Colorado and certain patents 
in February of 1888, which they trans- 
ferred to a lawyer named O'Neill in 
trust for the purpose of transferring the 
property to a corporation which was to 
be formed. The Hecla Consolidated 
Gold Mining Company was organized 
and incorporated August 24 last, with a 
capital of $125. 000. O’ Neill refused 
to transfer the property. and the com- 
pany sued him. He stated that he held 
the property so as to secure the repay- 
mént for his services as trustee. The 
company moved in the Supreme Court 
for judgment on O'Neill's answer and | 
decision was reserved.

YOUNG FIELD’S CASE. 


A Jury Finds Him Not Responsible for 
His Actions. 


Testimony Showing That His Mind Has 
Been Giving Way for Two Years— 
The Condition of Cyrus W. 

Field Improved, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Dec, 23.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) <A writ of habeas corpus 
granted by Judge Dykeman, Westches- 
ter county, was served on Sheriff Gor- 
man .today, directing him to produce 
Edward M. Field before a commission 
appointed to itiquire into his sanity at 
White Plains. The physician at Lud- 
low street jail, however, said that 
Field was too ill to be moved, and the 
sheriff so notified the commission. It 
was therefore agreed that the inquiry 
should go on without the — ofthe 
prisoner. 

WuitE Puains (N. Y..) Dec. 23.—The 
case of E. M. Field was before Com- 
missioner of Lunacy Robertson today 
and, after the testimony of a number of 
witnesses had been heard, the jury re- 
turned a verdict declaring Edward M. 
Field a lunatic and not responsible for 
his actions. President Bradley of the 
Tarrytown National Bank said that 
during the past ‘two years he had 
noticed Field’s peculiar actions and re- 
fused to loan him any money unless 
Cyrus W. Field would go his security. 

‘Dr. Lindley, Field's brother-in-law, 
testified that the man is undoubtedly 
insane. 

Field’s wife said her husband had 
been acting strangely for two years. 
He frequently speke last summer of 
some grand financial scheme and tried 
to tell of it: but his memory would fail, 
and he would then talk incoherently, 
She had no doubt he is insane. 

Drs. Fitch and Ingram, insanity ex- 
perts, testified to the same effect. The 
jury, which was composed of twenty- 
four men, was out but ten minutes when 
they returned with the verdict given 
above. They also found that Field's 
personal property is worth $20,000, 

New York, Dec. 23.—tThe condition 
of Cyrus W. Field was more hopeful to- 
day than forsome time. He was able 
to sit up and take nourishment. The 
family now have no fears of immediate 
danger. 


DYNAMITE BOMBS. 


Two Terrific Explosions ata Fire in St, 
Joseph, Mo. 

Sr. Josern (Mo.,) Dec. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.} At 1 o'clock this 
morning a destructive fire occurred in 
a row of frame tenements in the south 
part of the city, very nearly resulting 
in wholesale loss of life. Just as a fam- 
ily residing in the north end tenement 
left the building two terrific explosions 
occurred, totally wrecking the room just 
vacated.

The of Preston. Plumb Lying in 
State at Topeka. 

Kansas Crry, Dec. 23. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The train bearing the 
dead body of the late Senator Piumb 
arrived here early thismorning. Those 
who formed the escort were Gov. 
Humphrey of Kansas, his staff and 
officers of theState; Timothy McCarthy. 
Department Commander of the G.A.R 
af Kansas, his staff and delegations of 
the various posts of Kansas; the pall 
bearers, Mayor Hannon and’ members 
of the city council of Kansas City, 
Kan., a committee of representative 
men of that city and a detachment of 
metropolitan police.

The pall-bearers bore the casket from

The New Olive Crop. 

[Pomona ‘Progress. } 

The olive crop that is being gathered 
in Southern California this month is re- 
ported from all localities to be the 
largest ever grown inthis State. The 
yield is variously estimated to be from 
one-quarter to one-half greater than 
that of last year. There are many new 
olive orchards in this valley that never 
bore before, and are now well loaded 
with the fruit. The work of picking the 
olives is going on in many places, and 
there is prospect that two mills, for the 
production of olive oil, will be set up in 
Pomona at an early day. 

The large crop of olives, and the good 
prices that are paid for cured olives. or 
the oil, and especially the enormous de- 
mand there is for both the fruit and the 
oil, will act much as an impetusin the 
planting of new olive orchards during 
the next few months. In some places 
here we have seen trees, ten years old, 
that are bearing from fifteen to twenty 
gallons of olives. These, when pickled 
or cured, always have a lively sale at 
80 cents a gallon, and sometimesat $1. 
Good olive oil has not brought less than 
$8 a gallon in years, sometimes it goes 
to $15. Thereis produced annually in 
the United States less, than 260,000 
worth of olive oil, while the total im- 
ports of the oil during the past year 
have been $820,000. California is the 
only State that produces olives in the 
Union. Is it any wonder that Ellwood 
Cooper, the greatest olive grower in 
America, says he has calls. for twenty 
times as much oil as he can make and 
sell?

Overloading the Trees. 
fExchange. | 
A rightly trained and pruned fruit 


tree never overbears, and, therefore. 
seldom requires thinning out of the 
fruit and never any propping. Ifa tree 


is pruned too long, that is, the shoots 
are not cat back and thinned out enough 
annually, and bears too greatan amount 


of fruit forthe tree to carry, it shouid 
be severely thinned up. Props have no 
place ina good orchard of any kind. 


Some slovenly and other inexperienced 
fruit-zgrewers-will at times leave their 
young trees just coming into bear- 
ing unpriuned, and the resnit is the. 
nearly complete ruin of the trees, 
disaster or great labor at 
best. A French prune tree the third 
or fourth summer after planting—if 
on good soil and well cultivated—will 
make a growth of upward shoots from 
two to thirteen feet in length. These, 
if unpruned the following winter, will 
bear from one to three fruits at nearly 
every bud. Ifthe tree could hold up 
and mature such a load it would so draw 
on its vitality as to greatly stunt and 
well-nigh ruin it; but it can not hold up 
such a load. The farmer will put props 
under every branch, and as the growing 
fruit gains weight the branch breaks 
over the prop and the wholé thing re- 
sults in a splendid example of ‘how 
not todoit.’’ The way to save 
seh trees is to thoroughly thin out the 
fruit while small, especially that near 
the end of the branches,

FRAUD ALLEGED. 


Another Crooked Land Deal in 
Court. 


Mrs. Ward Suing for the Recovery of 
Her Property. 
Fourteen More Witnesses Examined 
in the Cohn-Contest. 


Two Victims of Delirium Tremens Exam- 


ined as to Their Mental Condi- 
tion—General Court Notes 
Cases. 


In Department Four yesterday the 
case of B. P. Ward et al. vs. C. G. 
Compton et al., a suit rising out of a 
land deal, came up before Judge Smith, 
sitting for Judge Van Dyke, anda jury 
consisting of H. W. Brewer, M. V. 
mon, James Barrett, W. Clark, S. E. 
Douglass, C. A. Erhardt, J.C. Hanna, E. 
B. Jones, J. Russell A. Rimpau, J. H. 
Snavely and M. Wetzel. 

The plaintiffs were represented by 
Messrs, E. E. Galbreth and J, A. Ander- 
son, Jr., while Messrs. Sherman & Ba- 
con appeared for defendants. 

Plaintiffs allege that Cordelia M. 
Ward was the owner in fee of.a house 
and lotin Angeleno Heights, the same 
being clear of all incumbrances and 
valued at $4000. That defendants 
frandulently represented that they were 
the owners of sixty-six acres of rich land 
in Orange county worth at least$150 per 
acre, except a little. piece of one and 
one-half acres which “was in a ‘*wash,”’ 


and that the same was encumbered to. 


the extent of $50 per acre. That re- 
lying upon these representations plain - 
tiffs were induced on December 1%, 
1890, and did execute a deed convey- 
ing the house and lot referred to to 
defendants in exchange for the sixty- 
six-acre tract. That subsequent to this 
transaction plaintiffs ascertained that 
defendarts never owned the tract at all; 
that the railroad ranthrough it; that it 
was encumbered to the extent of $22.- 
000, and that forty acresof it wassub- 
ject to overfiow from the Santa Ana Riv- 
er, and therefore. worthless. That plain- 
tiffs theréupon rescinded the contract 
and demanded a return of their deed. 
but defendants refused to accede to 
their request. Plaintiffs therefore seek 
to have their deed canceled and to be 
restored to their title and possession of 
their property, and in case that cannot 
be done to recover judgment for $4000 
and interest from the date of the traus- 
fer. 

After hearing part of plaintiff's tes- 
timony court adjourned for the day the 
case going oven until this morning. 

VICTIMS OF DELIRIUM TREMENS. 

In Department Five, yesterday morn- 
ing, Edward Hughes, a young railroad 
employé, was taken before Judge Shaw 
for examination by Drs. Orme. and Wer- 
nigk as to his mental condition, a com-

The fact that the Consolidated Elec- 
tric Company has absorbed the Elysian 
Park horse car line is of much interest 
to people living in the northwest por- 
tion of the city, who hope for better 
service than they have been hav- 
ing lately. The equipment of the road, 
which is three miles long, consisted of 
two cars and two mules, with one extra 
mule, a diminutive no-account burro 
which was thrown in for pelon. 
eral Manager Clark, of the Electric Com- 
pany, says that his people will at 
once’ put the road in condition, 
place better equipment thereon, but 
they do not expect to electrize 
it for some time to come—at 
least not until there are good 
reasons for making the change. When 
the electric cars are run through to East 
Los Angeles the mule car line to Elysian 
Park will be operated as a connection, 
and transfers will be made to and from 
it. While Mr. Clark did not say so, it 
can be safely surmised that any partic- 
ular and specific inducements held out 
by the citizens and property owners 
along the mule line for changing the 
roadto electric. will meet with the 
most serious consideration of the Con- 
solidated company. 

THE SNOWBOUND TRAINS. 

The Santa Fé is having a really bad 
streak ofluck.

“‘WHO EXAMINES THE EXAMINERS?’ 


Examination Papers that Are Gems in 
Their Way--Groteaque Errors. 

The semi-annual county teachers’ ex- 
amination isin session at the Normal 
school building. There are about thirty 
applicants, their ages ranging all the 


way from that of a Norma! school-stn- | 


dent to the bald professor from Canada, 
whose health compelled him to,seek a 
more genial clime. . 

~- The examination papers are gems in 
their way, particuiarly in the style of 
thetr make-up. Thev are type-written 
and so blurred and indistinct that it is 
with difficulty that some of the ques-, 
tions can be deciphered. The papers 
are bristling with typographical errors 
and the punctuation is a study. 
ual glance is quite sufficient to make 
one cry out with Herbert Spencer, 
‘‘Who examines the examiners?’’ 

The applicants are required in three 
separate places in the grammer examina- 
tion to ‘‘parce’’ certain words. In an- 
other place they are requested todrawa 
‘‘patern’’ for a square prism, and still 
further on are questioned as to when 
heat is more ‘‘appressive.’’ These 
blunders in orthography are almost 
equal to that of a High school teacher 
who was guilty, last year, of spelling 
the word ‘‘water’’ with two t’s and con- 
sequently lost her position. 

In United States history the appli- 
cants are required to state the part 
played in history by one ‘Horace 
Freely.’’ This is enough to make the 
great journalist turnin his grave, for 
it is to be presumed that the honorable 
board refers to Horace Greeley. The 
great Elorace, by the way, was in the 
habit of spelling his surname with 
three e's (this information is thrown in 
gratis for the benefit .of the honorable 


board.) The applicants spent some 
time over the Chinese puzzle: What is 
the ‘‘chied’’ occupation of China? 


Some translated it ‘child occupation"’ 
and some ‘chief occupation’”’ and the 
answers varied accordingly. 

This ignorance or carelessness, which- 
ever it may be, is simply inexcusable on 
the part of the Board of Examiners, as 
they should be. required to present at 
least intelligible examination papers 
to the applicants of whom they demand 
so much technical knowledge. 


THE WATER SUPPLY. 


City Engineer Dock weiler Has Finally 
Completed His Report. 


City Engineer Dockweiler has com- 
pleted his report on the proposed water 
system forthe city, which was filed 
with Councilman Innes, chairman of 
the special Committee on Water, yes- 
terday.

The matter was then 
taken before the Council, and steps 
inaugurated for affording the people 
some permanent relief. The City En- 
gineer was instructed to make the 
necessary surveys and plans for putting 
the hill system ori a proper basis for 
furnishing an ample supply for the dis- 
trict covered by it. with a special view 
to utilizing the same as a beginning for 
a general system for the entire city. 

Mr. Dockweiler has since been at 
work on these plans, the final results 
being embodied in the report which 
The report is 
quite an exhaustive document, covering 
twenty-two . pages of closely type- 
written matter, and gives a number of 
interesting details. 
plans the city is divided into “districts, 
and it is recommended that the work 
be built in sections. 

The special Water Committee of the 
Council will now consider the plans, 
after which a meeting will be held and 
civilengineers and others interested 
will be heard. |

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THE SOUND GOUNTRY. 


From Los Angeles to Tacoma by 
All Rail. 


The Picturesque Journey Northward 
—Seenes by the Way. an 


Majestic Shasta and the Noble Colum- 
bia River, 


Portiand and Her Progress—Tacoma, the 
Newest City of the Sound—A Mod- 
ern Wonder—Features of 
the City, 


Tacoma, Dec. 19.—[Special corre- 
spondence of Tae Tiwes.] all-rail 
trip from Los Angeles to Tacoma is one 


of exceeding interest; even though ' 


made in the dry and dusty month of Oc- 
tober. . 

But one train a day leaves Sacramento 
for Portland. The houris’l a.m. The 
interesting towns of Marysville, Oro- 
ville, Chico and Tehama are all passed 
before daylight. Having long heard of 
the famous ,‘‘Northern Citrus Belt,’ I 
set my olfactories for the scent of 
orange blossoms, etc.; but the only 
gratification in this direction was the 
sight of four small orange trees in the 
hotel yard at Redding. I was assured, 
however, that oranges were produced 
in the er g ons. | 

The road iollows the Sacramento 
Rives aluivst to its source, It narrows 

atly as we rush on. The banks are 
solid rock, adorned with vines and 
shrubbery and a large-leafed water 
plant, tinted like frosted maples, which 
adds much tothe beauty of the land- 
scape. 

From Redding the journey is toward 
the range of mountains of which Shasta 
is the reigning monarch, having an alti- 
tude of 14,440 feet. The scenery 
grows more and more enchanting until 
the acmeis reached at Sissons, under 
the shadow of Shasta. The rugged 
grandeur of Castle Rock appears and 
the famous Soda Springs are seen and 
passed before reaching the summit. 
The springs are one of Nature’s won- 
ders. Thetrain stops long enough to 
allow passengers to drink of the deli- 
cious soda waters. They pour from the 
heart of the mountain and are charged 


with various minerals, making a whole-. 


some and invigorating beverage. A 
hotel near by accommodates those who 
desire to try the medicinal value of the 
waters. 

The clouds hide Shasta from view, 
ahd we pass northward with regrets. 
The clouds thicken and threaten as we 
move toward the State line. Truly, in- 
deed, were we leaving the land of sun- 
shine behind to plunge into the land of 
shadows and storms. Crossing the Sis- 
kiyous is a wild and beautijul mountain 
ride. It reminds one of the Denver and 
Rio Grande. While on the summit we 
were delighted with being, for once,. 
above tne clouds. The valleys, con- 
' cealed beneatha heavy fog, had the ap- 
pearance of a vast lake. The ride 
through Oregon was mostly at night. 
Portland is acity beautifully situated, 
full of vigorous life and destined to fu- 

ture greatness. 

A sight of the broad and truly beauti- 
ful Columbia River was inspiring. The 
entire train is ferried across to the 
Washington shore. much the same as the 
‘Southern Pacific trains cross the straits 
of Carquinez on their way to San Fran- 
cisco. It was a beautiful day for this 
northern land. The sunshine does not 
come down as it does from the clear 
skies of Southern California; but is 
veiled by the mists suspended in the at- 
mosphere, I must not neglect to men- 
tion the delight experienced at seeing 
the grand, snow-covered peaks of the 
Cascades, Mt. Hood. St. Helens and Mt. 
Tacoma. They stand out in such bold 
relief, in soliiary grandeur, far above 
the range of which they form a part. 
The distance from Portland to Tacoma 
is 145 miles and the journey is 
made in about six hours, over the 
Northern Pacific. Tacoma is a most 
wonderful city considered in any light. 
As an expression of modern American 
city building it is unsurpassed. I be- 
lieve it is true thatnocity in America 
has been so magnificently built in so 
shorta time. It stands on the western 
mgnore of Commencement Bay, which is 

he southern extremity of Puget Sound. 
The land rises from 700 to 1000 feet 
above the waters of the Sound. The 
city is some six miles north and south 
and some three miles east and west, 
and considerable portion of the city 
swings around the extreme southern 
end of the bay and forms a sightly 
amphitheater of mills, factories and 
residences. It is welllaid out, conform- 
ing to the ‘‘lay of the land.’’ The 
principal business street, Pacific av- 
enue, runs paralell with the shore and 
800 feet above the docks. Then be- 
gins a series of terraces and streets, 
ten in number, of easy grade reaching 
back to the level land. ‘The streets are 
broad, well-paved and _ well-lighted 
with electric lamps. A short cable 
Aine climbs the steepest grade, but the 
rest of the street-car service is electric. 
I must testify that it is the cleanest, 
Most rapid and satisfactory service I 
ever saw. Itis~as~much superior to 
slow cable service as that is superior to 
horse cars. Their running speed is ten 
to twelve miles an hour, 

Asa shipping point Tacoma has su- 
perior facilities. Cars and deep-water 
ships can come together. The bav is 
entirely protected by the high head- 
lands from the southwest winds, which 
are the prevailing storm-winds of win- 
ter. The wheat shipments have been 
something enormous this season, for so 
young a port. Already some seventy 
ships have been charterea from this 

ort laden with Washington wheat. 

acoma’s flour mills turn out 800 bar- 
rells of flour per day for export to Asia. 
Her bank clearances show a tremen- 
dous volume of basiness, placing her at 
the head of twenty-six other American 
cities giving reports. It is true that 
the ‘‘boom’’ has completely subsided, 
yet, the real estate transactions for the 
past year show that there is life in the 
corpse yet. The aggregate for eleven 
months has reached more than $10,- 
000,000. That there is a substantial 
future before this Sound country is_be- 
yond doubt. The pace with which they 
traveled toward their destinv for the 
past three years was too rapid to keep 
up. If coal, iron, lumber, wheat, abun- 
dant fruits and vegetables can insure 
prosperous homes, then this land is 
going to be full of them. It is esti- 
mated that Washington has 20,000,- 
000 acres of timber land capable of 
producing onan average 50.000 -feet 
to the acre. Wheat has run as high as 


100 bushels to the acre and potatoes | 


600 and 700 bushels. The virgin soil 
of the bottom lands isas rich as the 
valley ofthe Nile. The crop of hops 
raised in the Puyallup Valley, near by, 
brings in as much cash each, year as 
the orange groves of Riverside. 

But, then, what of the climate? 
Eight months of the year you can de- 
pend on rain. This season has been‘

A 
southwest trade wind comes from the 
warm ocean and is generally laden with 
moisture. Our clearing-up wind is from 
the north and always makes it much 
colder. Strange as ft may seem, peo- 
ple can work here out of doors most of 
the time. The mild character of the 
winter and the evenness of temperature 


| renders it a healthful and highly invig- 


orating climate. Colds are surprisingly 
rare, owing, no doubt, tothe absence 
of sudden‘ changes in the weather. 
There are many delightful bursfs of 
sunshine to cheer us and the stars and 
the moon occasionally appear, but the 
general appearance of the sky in win- 
ter is decidedly and monotonously 
dreary. After having been soaked in 
Southern California sunshine for six 
years I am not mourning, as yet, over 
my loss. The summers here are pro- 
nounced by all to be par excellence.
